You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Gilsum  on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March,  next 
at  7:30  of  the  clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  the  follow- 
ing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  receive  the  Report  of  the  Budget  Committee 
and  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Sel- 
ectmen to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appoint  a  committee  to 
take  charge  of  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  sell  any  or  all  pieces  of  real  estate,  either  by 
auction  or  private  sale,  now  acquired  by  tax  deed. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Se- 
lectmen to  have  "the  annual  invoice  and  taxes"  printed 
in  the  Annual  Town  Report  once  in  every  five  years  start- 
ing in  the  year  1962. 

8.  To  see  whether  or  not  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt 
the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  which 
proposed  amendments  have  been  posted  as  required  by

We  have  omitted  from  this  report  the  detailed  inventory 
of  taxable  property  as  this  information  was  sent  to  you  in 
a  pamphlet  issued  by  the  tax  commission  on  the  comple- 
tion of  their  appraisal  of  real  estate.  In  order  to  lower  ex- 
penses we  recommend  that  this  "Invoice  of  ratable  prop- 
erty" be  printed  in  the  Annual  Report  only  once  in  five 
years. 

We  also  wish  to  place  before  you  at  this  time  certain 
facts  on  various  matters  which  we  consider  are  important 
to  you  as  taxpayers. 

Taxation 

In  June  1956,  when  we  arrived  at  our  tax  rate  of  $8.22 
per  one  hundred  dollars,  we  contacted  the  tax  commission 
to  ascertain  their  reaction  to  this  rate  which  at  that  time 
was  the  highest  in  the  State. 

We  were  informed  that  they  would  pass  the  rate  as 
presented  but  a  revaluation  must  be  made.  It  was  too  late 
to  have  this  done  in  1956  as  the  appraisers  had  all  been  as- 
signed to  other  towns  and  your  selectmen  believed  that  it 
was  not  a  job  to  be  done  by  the  selectmen. 

When  the  1957  budget  was  submitted  by  the  com- 
mittee an  estimate  of  the  1957  tax  rate  showed  an  increase 
to  about  $11.00  per  one  hundred  dollars.  We  again  con- 
tacted the  commission,  and  as  we  expected,  a  re-appraisal 
was  insisted  upon,  to  be  made  by  members  of  their  staff, 
their  results  to  be  used  in  making  up  our  195,7  tax  rate. 

The  basis  of  the  appraisal  was  to  determine  a  "sound 
value"  of  all  real  estate  after  a  careful  inspection  of  all 
property  and  taking  into  consideration  all  factors  effect- 
ing the  value  of  the  property.  The  selectmen  decided  that 
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the  basis  for  determining  the  1957  tax  rate  should  be  85% 
of  the  "sound  value"  which  set  the  1957  tax  rate  at  $4.80 
per  one  hundred  dollars. 

We  feel  that  as  a  whole  the  revaluation  is  very  satis- 
factory. There  have  been  a  few  requests  for  abatement 
which  will  be  settled  by  the  tax  commission  in  the  near 
future.  The  chief  complaint  to  the  selectmen  has  been  the 
amount  of  the  individual  tax  bill  but  taxpayers  must  real- 
ize that  in  most  cases  the  tax  bill  would  have  been  greatly 
increased  with  the  old  basis  of  valuation  and  a  ten  or 
eleven  dollar  tax  rate  which  would  have  been  necessary. 

Zoning  Matters 
Since  the  adoption  of  the  zoning  laws  it  has  been 
possible  for  us  to  stop  the  building  of  four  shanties  which 
would  have  brought  us  no  additional  valuation  and  would 
have  caused  considerable  increase  in  school  expenses. 
Other  zoning  matters  are  being  handled  by  the  selectmen, 
but  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  take  violations  to  the  Superior 
Court  without  sufficient  funds.  We  are  therefore  asking 
for  an  appropriation  of  $300  for  this  purpose. 

Budget 
You  will  find  the  1958  Town  Budget  as  presented  by 
the  budget  committee  on  page  6.  In  order  that  you  may 
fully  understand  the  position  in  which  the  selectmen  are 
placed  regarding  the  control  over  the  tax  rate  we  submit 
the  following  table  giving  a  break  down  of  the  amount  ap- 
propriated in  1957  as  compared  with  the  budget  of  1958.

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Again  we  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  voters  that 
neither  the  selectmen  nor  the  town  meeting  have  any 
control  over  the  appropriations  in  the  above  first  three 
items.  They  are  all  handed  to  us  to  assess  by  other  agen- 
cies and  obviously  debt  and  interest  are  items  that  must 
be  taken  care  of.  Therefore  the  items  that  can  be  con- 
trolled by  the  selectmen  or  the  town  meeting  amounted 
in  1957  to  $1.56  per  one  hundred  dollars  or  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  total  tax  rate. 

Town  Roads 

Our  Class  V  roads  are  slowly  being  improved  and  we 
feel  that  our  road  agent  is  doing  an  excellent  job  with  the 
very  limited  amount  of  money  that  is  available. 

On  Town  Road  Aid  (TRA)  expenditures  a  ruling  made 
by  the  State  Highway  Department,  to  the  effect  that  once 
a  road  has  been  built  with  TRA  funds,  the  future  care 
must  be  made  from  town  maintenance,  we  have  adopted  a 
plan  of  black  top  roads  as  far  as  possible,  as  we  have 
found  that  in  the  long  run  this  is  the  least  expensive  type 
of  road  to  maintain.  The  amount  of  work  done  each  year 
is  necessarily  limited  as  the  amount  of  money  available 
is  determined  by  state  law. 

We  will  be  glad  to  discuss  any  matters  pertaining  to 
town  affairs  with  any  citizen  or  group  of  citizens  desiring 
further  details.

30,  1957.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERSNTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum: 
I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools: 

An  ambitious  program  to  strengthen  the  curriculum 
was  begun  this  year.  A  three-day  Language  Arts  Work- 
shop was  held  October  9,  10,  and  11  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  current  information  about  content  and  methods 
with  particular  emphasis  on  oral  and  written  communica- 
tion. Dr.  Alice  Crossley,  Associate  Professor  in  Education 
at  Boston  University;  Miss  Nell  Sefton,  Educational  Con- 
sultant of  the  World  Book  Company;  Mrs.  Marie  Capron, 
State  Elementary  Supervisor  and  Mr.  Normand  Pacquette, 
Head  of  the  Claremont  English  Department  were  speakers 
and  consultants. 
Our  Objectives  Are: 

1.  To  develop  a  syllabus  outline  for  Grades  1-8  that 
will  serve  as  a  basis  for  progressive  improvement. 

2.  To  develop  an  English  syllabus  outline  for  Grades 
9-12  that  will  serve  as  a  basis  for  progressive  improvement. 

3.  To  develop  a  planned  program  of  integration  of 
the  language  arts  with  other  high  school  subjects. 

As  a  follow-up  of  the  Workshop  two  committees  are 
working  on  syllabi;  one  for  Grades  1-8,  the  other  for 
Grades  9-12.  In  addition  six  meetings  of  all  the  teachers 
are  being  held  to  work  with  the  committees. 

At  the  time  the  1957-58  budget  was  prepared  the  a- 
mount  of  $15,000.  was  used  as  anticipated  income  from 
state  foundation  aid  and  building  aid.  However,  the  a- 
mounts  finally  assigned  to  Gilsum  were  $300.  for  building 
aid  and  $20,741.43  for  foundation  aid.  This  is  an  increase 
of  $5,741.43  and  reduced  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
from  $24,845.21  to  $19,003.81.  This  meant  a  tax  rate  re- 
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duction  of  $15.77  per  $1,000.  of  assessed  valuation  based 
on  the  1956  assessed  valuation.  State  aid  is  paying  for 
more  than  half  of  Gilsum's  school  budget. 

The  purpose  of  foundation  aid  is  to  assist  communi- 
ties having  a  small  tax  source,  to  provide  educational  op- 
portunity for  their  children  that  is  reasonably  compara- 
ble to  the  average  in  the  state.  Gilsum  has  very  little 
choice  in  regard  to  the  cost  or  pattern  of  their  high  school 
pupils'  education  which  leads  to  a  tendency  to  curtail  the 
educational  expenditures  at  the  elementary  level.  The 
foundation  for  high  school  education  is  at  the  elementary 
level. 

This  year  Gilsum  pupils  were  given  the  opportunity 
to  have  milk  at  a  cost  of  4c  a  half-pint.  An  average  of 
approximately  65%  of  the  pupils  are  participating  in  this 
worthwhile  program. 

Plans  have  been  worked  out  at  the  school  and  in  co- 
operation with  Civil  Defense  Authorities  that  can  be  put 
into  operation  to  evacuate  school  children  in  the  event  the 
necessity  arises.

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Forest  Fire  Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest  fire  problem 
— 97  per  cent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man-caused  and  preventable — 
a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our 
neighbor.  Both  the  State  and  the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to  effectively 
meet  the  challenge  through  education  of  the  public  to  the  threat  fire  pre- 
sents to  our  woodlands;  by  maintaining  a  well  trained  corps  of  wardens 
and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community  and  by  providing  ample  op- 
portunity for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of  unwanted  waste  materials.  Care- 
less and  perverseness,  however,  continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches  from 
moving  vehicles  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  careless  burning  of 
debris  during  hazardous  periods  in  dangerous  locations;  illegal  burning; 
improperly  extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires — all  result  in  serious 
loss  of  property  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  community  and 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thoughtful  and  cooperative 
effort — The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all  fire 
problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris  fires,  home  in- 
cinerators, outdoor  fire  places  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden 
is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and 
type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches 
— are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use  ash  trays 
in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning  re- 
quirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid  him 
to  extinguish  it.
